The Town Hall, Macleod, 
crowded to the doors 
(Thursday) with a large 
pathetic audience gathered together 
for the purpose of hearing the farm- 
er candidate and Mrs. R. B. Gunn, 
Provincial President of the U.F.W.- 
A, and president of the Canadian 
Council of Farm Women of Canada.

W. H. Shield, M.L.A. acted as chair- 
man, 
The chairman introduced Mrs 


Gunn as a great leader among the 
U.F.W.A. organizations, and 
who is doing a splendid work for the 
betterment of conditions among the 
farm women of the Province. 

Mrs. Gunn got a splendid recep- 
tion from the audience, which con 
tained a large propertion of women 
from all over the Macleod district. 
In opening she‘ spoke of the plea¢ 
sure it gave her to speak in support 
of Mr. Coote, a man whose name was 
known not only in Alberta, but 
throughout Canada; a man of ster- 
ling qualities, and fearless in ex- 
pressing his opinions, and standing 
up for what he considered to be the 
right. She said that the question 
before the country was whether the 
group s em was to rule or the old 
two party system. Mr. Coote had 
taken an active part in all the legis- 
lation of the House, having been ap- 
pointed on the committee on the 
Bank Act, and was a member who 
would give good service to all 
parties whom he represented. Mrs. 
Gunn spoke of the possibilities for 
the farm women, stating that they 
required a strong back and a clear 
head, that it was possible to live an 
ideal life on the farm, taking an in- 
te t in all local and provincial 
affairs. Education was one of 
problems which women could help 
forward, and she spoke of the rural 
schools of today as places of beauty 
compared with the bare and b! 
school houses of early days, wh 
ad had been brought about 
largely by the efforts of the 
women. She said that the U.F.W.A. 
stood for a building up of a better

it clear that the Progressives had 
made no promisé of support to Mr. 
Meighen and they are not respon- 
sible for Mr. Meighen’s accepting 
premiership and he formed oniy a 
temporary cabinet, having no minis- 
ters in the house. Mr. Meighen had 
no need to dissolve Parliament. He 
should have adjourned the House for 
a month or six weeks, appointed his

Mr. Coote emphasized the fact 
that the Progressives were not re- 


sponsible for the election. The Con- 
servatives had been demanding an 
election ever since the House met 
in January. The Liberals had been 
planning for an election for a 
month before McKenzie King asked 
for a dissolution. The Progressives 
were the only ones in the House 
that had protested against ag elec- 
tion being held at this time.. 

If the Progressives can get their 
suggestion adopted that no prime 
minister should be granted a disso- 
lution of parliament within the stat- 
utory limitation of five years unless 
he has obtained the sanction of a 
majority of the House of Commons, 
there will be no doubt in the future 
as to who is responsible for any 
election which may be held 

In dealing with the 
partment the speaker 
parties were receiving campaign 
contributions from distillers.

GAS COMPANY ASKS INCREASE 
OF TEN CENTS PER THOU-, 
SAND IN) FILING NEW AP- 
PLICATION 
Lethbridge, Sept. 3.—Indignation 

on the part of citizens greeted the 

announcement just made that the 

Canadian Western Natural Gas 

Light, Heat and Power Company 

had applied to the Board of Public 

Utilities for a ten cents per thou- 

sand yas rate increase in Leth- 

bridge, Calgary and intermediate 
towns using gas. The city has been 
notified of the application which, if 
validated, would mean a rate after 


October 1 of 58 cents a thousand 
gross, 53 cents net for domestic 
purpo and graduated down to 15 


cents for industrial purposes. 

The rate at present in effect, as 
under the order of the board dated 
October 15, 1925, is 48 cents gross 
and 48 cents net for the first 200,- 
000 cubic feet consumed. 

The company asks for an increase 
of 10 cents per thousand cubic feet. 

The rate suggested by them is 
five cents more than the original 
rate ordered in November, 1921, 
which was 53 cents and 48 
cents net.

Story of the Trouble

After setting forth the reasons 
for asking the board for an increase 
of 10 cents on the present rates, the 


application simply makes the follow- 
ing statement: ; 

“It must, of under 
tood that the above rates can only 
remain in effect

public buildings, apartment blocks, 
etc. If in place of using gas from the 
company's own wells gas is pur- 


chased from the Royalite company, 
and for which it pays 9¢ or 10¢ per 
thousand cubic feet, according to 
consumption, it is “obvious that op 
erating expenses are thereby in 
creased, In other words, the 
gas purchased from Turner Valley 
the greater is the 
pany.”

to waste, which the Calgary Gas 
company may utilize for the benefit 
of the people of Alberta, the more 
these same people will be forced to 
pay for it. The small consumer will 
be the one to bear the greater part 
of the burden, as in the present in 
stance. An underlaying promise to 
increase the rates even further than 
they are asking for at the present 
time, if they got the opportunity, 
can be read from a close perusal of 
the gas company’s application to the 
board of public utilities.

Many a man who ts undecided as 
to the breed of dairy cattle that he 
will select has been influenced in 
making his decision by the animals 
of a particular breed that he has 
seen in public. 

The individual breeder secures a 
great deal of advertising as the re- 
sult of exhibiting at fairs, or in of- 
fering good animals at public sales. 
It gives people a chance to see and 
Know the kind of stock that a man is 
breeding and paves the way for fu- 
ture business. 

It Is essential that special care and 
attention be given dairy animals far 
in advance of the time that they are 
to be exhibited or sold, Exhibiting 
er selling animals publicly in their 
every day clothes is poor advertising 
and puts them at a disadvantage 
when ,the competition is keen. It 
takes several weeks to put a dairy 
animal in good show condition and 
what applies to fitting for show ap- 
plies as well to fitting for sale. 

It is important that the dairy ani- 
mal to be exhibited or sold be in 
good flesh A good covering of flesh 
adds to size, increases smoothness 
and indicates that the animal is 
thrifty and in good health. Dairy 
animals being titted need extra feed. 

Stabling and blanketing are great 
aids in putting the hair and hide in 
condition. By stabling in summer, 
the animal is protected from the hot 
sun which makes the hide harsh and 
stiff to the touch. A roomy box stall 
that is kept clean and well bedded

T.tting on the finishing towehes 


provides desirable quarters. Contine 
uous blanketing helps keep the anie 
mal clean, sweats the hide, thus im- 
proving its handling qualities and 
makes the hair lay to the body. The 
blanket need not be expensive but 
it must be tied on securely. 

Every dairy animal that is to be 
exhibited should have the hair 
clipped from the entire body about 
three weeks previous to the date of 
the show or sale, This will get rid 
of the old hair and allow a new, 
even growth to develop which will 
greatly improve the appearance and 
increase the selling value of the’ 
animal. 

A point often overlooked in the 
preparation of a dairy animal for 
show or sale is that of training to 
lead and stand properly. An un- 
trained animal cannot display its 
good points to advantage if it com- 
bats the efforts of the attendant to 
exhibit it properly. A little time 
spent each day in training to handle | 
properly will save effort and em- 
barragsment at the show or sale and 
increase the financial return. 

While in the show of sale ring, the 
man in charge of an animal should 
have one main thought in mind, 
namely that of showing the animal 
to advantage. By this is meant that 
when it stands, its feet are properly 
placed, back straight and head alert. 
Any movement on the part of the at- 
tendant or animal should be as 
graceful as possible. Until the rib- 
bons are placed or the auctioneer’s 
hammer falls, take no chances.

Rains have continued to interfere 
with harvesting operations through- 
out the entire province since last re- 
port, although there has been inter- 
mittent warm weather in which cut- 

| ting has been done. It is estimated 
that about one-half of the wheat 
crop in the province is now cut, A 
much larger proportion is ready for 
the binder, but progress of harv 
ing is slow due to the pediodical 
rains which have been frequent. 

The weather is at present cool and 
showery, and unusually heavy rains 
are occuring in some districts. The 
effect of the precipitation on the un- 
cut grain is not expected to be ser- 
ious, and it may result in benefit to 
the later crops, The cut grain may 
suffer in quality, if warm day 
weather does not come soon, There 
has been no serious frost to date, 

The prospects remain bright for 
a good yield of wheat. In many dis- 
tricts yields of from 20 to 30 bush- 
els and even higher, are anticipated, 
while in the lighter districts the 
yeilds will be as low as seven to 


twelve bushels. The average over 
the province, it is estimated at 
present date, will be equally as 


large if not larger than last year. 
Prospects are for heavier yields of 
oats and barley than at first ex- 
pected, but these crops will be light-
